drama whom he made famous, before he cheated - 
him. Herein lies the subtlety of the author's 
‘method. She reveals the streak, of pure gold that 
exists in Adrian Steele as in every villain on God’s 
‘earth, not by telling us about it, but by placing him 
in a circle ef simple, honest, broad- minded men and 
women, who may or may not see the evil in him, 
but who unerringly see the good in him. That is 
what constitutes the triumph, the human and intel- 
lectual triumph, of Out of the Wreck I Rise. 
There are some readers of it who will wonder, per- 
haps, why Miss Harraden gave this title to her book 
when the principab character in it apparently goes 
under, fails to face the music, and escapès his 
liabilities by fleeing abroad and contriving to get 
killed by an avalanche. If they are still puzzled by 
the title after reading the book, they will have missed 
the whole point of Miss Harraden’ s story.
